leon, upon whom the responsibility of the 
war rests, and whose fortunes are, perhapr, 
involved to a greater extent in its resul: 

than any and all other of the parties en- 

gaged. 

Napoleon was born in Paris, on the tl: 
of April, 1808, and ts, therefore, sixty-tw: 
yearsold Hie full name is Charles Loui 
Napoleon Bonsparte, lie is the third so) 
of Louis Bonaparte, the youn zest brothe: 
of the great Napoleon and Hortense Beau 
harnale, the only daughter of the Empres- 
Josephine, by her first husband. His ele 
vation to the throne secured the royal suc 
cession to Josephine blood, the discanle: 
wife of Napoleon I--discarded that he mig! 
perpetuate his own blood as royal in the 
issue of a less unsterile union—and it form- 
one of those curious retributions of tim: 
that mark the history of the world. Na 
poleon cast off his lawful spouse in viola 
tion of the laws of God and man, that hi 
issue might keep up his dynasty, and to 
day the issue of that spouse sits where b 
hoped to see the fruit ef his own loins 
Poor Josephine has reaped her revenge af 
ter her death. | 

Louis Napoleon is the only French sov- 
ereigyv ever born at Paris, and the first Na- 
poleon borg under the Empire. His birth 
was greeted with salvos of cannon over en- 
tire France. He was baptized with great 
pomp, ia 1810, at Fontainbleu, by Cardinal 
Fesch, and his sponsors were Napoleon Ist, 
and his second wife,the Empress Marie 
Louise, for whom Josephine was discarded, 
and whose empire he now rules. 

His youth was passed in misfortune, and 
his early manhood in exile. He was well 
educated and a fine athlete. He took part 
in the Roman revolt, of 1830, in which he 
displayed fine talent for war. He lived in 
exile in Switzerland with his mother for 
several years after this, Louis Phillippe re- 
fusing to let him return to France. He 
published several able works during this 
period, and won fame as as author. He 
here refused the offer of the hand of the 
young Queen of Portugal. 

In 1836, at the age of twenty-eight, he 
made his famous effort taabourg to 
oust Louisa Phillippe from the french 
throne, but failed, was taken, and sent to 
America ; but he soon returned to-Switzer- 
land. Upon the French government threat- 
ening that country with war if Napoleon 
was not expelled, he went to England and 
tried literature again. 

In 184C—thirty years old—he tried, at 
Bologne, to get his throne, 8 second time, 
fajied, and was caught. He was tried, and 
sont te the dark dungeons of Ham. After 
six years of captivity he escaped to Eng- 
land. 

1848, on the organization of the French 
Republic, he was elected toa seat in the 
National Assembly, and returned and 
entered on his duties. He was soon 
elected President of the Republic by s ma- 
jority of three and a half millions of votes. 
In 1851, he overthrew the Assembly, seeur- 
ed all power to himself, and was endorsed 
‘by the people by being made President for 
ten gears. In 1852, he was elected Empe- 
tor by the largest popular vote ever cast. 
He married d 1853, and has one son born 
March, 1856. 5

er and glory She has ever known. He bas 
humbled Russia and Austria in successful 
war. He freed ftsly in 1859. He has 
been the leading Monarek of the world for 
neatly twenty years.
